5. The department of corrections shall continue to
contract with a judicial district department of correctional
services to provide for the rental of electronic monitoring
equipment which shall be available statewide.

Sec. 6. DEPARTMENT OF CORRECTIONS == REALLOCATION OF
APPROPRIATIONS. Notwithstanding section 8.39, within the
funds appropriated in this Act to the department of
corrections, the department may reallocate the funds
appropriated and allocated as nhecessary to best fulfill the
needs of the correctional institutions, administration of the
department, and the judicial district departments of
correctional services. However, in addition to complying with
the requirements of sections 904.116 and 905.8 and providin
notice to the Ie?islative services agency, the department o
corrections shall also provide notice to the department of
mana?ement, prior to the effective date of the revision or
reallocation of an appropriation made pursuant to this
section. The department shall not reallocate an appropriation
or allocation for the purpose of eliminating any program.

Sec. 7. INTENT == REPORTS.

1. The department in cooperation with townships, the lowa
cemetery associations, and other nonprofit or governmental
entities may use inmate labor during the fiscal year beginning
July 1, 2008, to restore or preserve rural cemeteries and
historical landmarks. The department in cooperation with the
counties may also use inmate labor to clean up roads, major
water sources, and other water sources around the state.

2. Each month the department shall provide a status report
regarding private=sector employment to the Ie%islative
services agency beginnin% on July 1, 2008. The report shall
include the number of offenders employed in the private
sector, the combined number of hours worked by the offenders,
and the total amount of allowances, and the distribution of
allowances pursuant to section 904.702, including any moneys
deposited in the general fund of the state.

Sec. 8. ELECTRONIC MONITORING REPORT. The department of
corrections shall submit a report on electronic monitoring to
the general assembly, to the co=chairpersons and the ranking
members of the joint appropriations subcommittee on the
jJustice system, and to the legislative services agency by
January 15, 2009. The report shall specifically address the
number of persons being electronically monitored and break
down the number of persons being electronically monitored by
offense committed. The report shall also include a comparison
of any data from the prior fiscal year with the current year.

Sec. 9. STATE AGENCY PURCHASES FROM PRISON INDUSTRIES.

1. As used in this section, unless the context otherwise

The lowa state civil rights commission may enter into a
contract with a nonprofit organization to provide legal

assistance to resolve civil rights complaints.

Sec. 16. HOMELAND SECURITY AND EMERGENCY MANAGEMENT
DIVISION. There is appropriated from the wireless E911
emergency communications fund created in section 34A_.7A to the
administrator of the homeland security and emergenc
management division of the department of public defense for
the fiscal year beginning July 1, 2008, and ending June 30,
2009, an amount not exceeding $200,000 to be used for



implementation, support, and maintenance of the functions of
the administrator and program manager under chapter 34A and to
employ the auditor of the state to perform an annual audit of
the wireless E911 emergency communications fund.

Sec. 17. 10WA LAW ENFORCEMENT ACADEMY == FEES.
Notwithstanding section 80B.11B, the lowa law enforcement
academy may charge more than one=half the cost of providing
the basic training course if a majority of the lowa law
enforcement academy council authorizes charging more than one=
half of the cost of providing basic training. This section is
repealed on June 30, 2009.

Sec. 18. Section 822.2, subsection 1, unnumbered paragraph
1, Code 2007, is amended to read as follows:

Any person who has been convicted of, or sentenced for, a
public offense and who_claims_any of the following may
institutes—without—paying—a—FHHng—Fees a proceeding under
this chapter to secure relief:

Sec. 19. Section 904.108, subsection 4, Code 2007, is
amended to read as follows:

4. The director may expend moneys from the support
allocation of the dePartment as reimbursement for replacement
or repair of personal items of the department"s employees
damaged or destroyed by clients of the department during the
employee®s tour of duty. However, the reimbursement shall not
exceed ene three hundred FFty dollars for each item. The
director shall establish rules in accordance with chapter 17A
to carry out the purpose of this subsection.

EXPLANATION

This bill makes appropriations from the general fund of the
state for fiscal year 2008=2009 to the departments of justice,
corrections, public defense, and public safety, and the lowa
law enforcement academy, office of consumer advocate, office
of the state public defender, board of parole, and lowa state
civil rights commission.

The bill requires the department of corrections to use
$300,000 from the canteen operating funds established_pursuant
to Code section 904.310 for educational programs for inmates.

The bill provides that if additional funding becomes
available the funds will be appropriated for eight additional
correctional officer positions to be distributed between the
Anamosa correctional facility and the Mt. Pleasant
correctional facility.

The bill provides that if any of the Indian tribes fail to
fund one FTE position within the division of criminal
investigation of the department of public safety pursuant to
the agreements and compacts entered into between the state and
the Indian tribes, the number of authorized FTE positions
within the division is reduced by one FTE.

The bill also adds two FTE positions within the division of
criminal investigation of the department of public safety for
the purpose of investigating cold cases. The two additional
positions are funded by a federal grant, and are eliminated by
the bill if federal funding expires.

The bill specifies that a person filing a civil action for
¥9?§c0n¥iction relief pursuant to Code chapter 822, must pay a

ilin ee.

Thg bill provides that the department of corrections may
reallocate appropriated funds between the institutions of the
department of corrections, the department®s administration,
and the judicial district departments of correctional
services. The bill provides the department, prior to the
effective date of any reallocation, must provide notice to the
department of management, the legislative services agency, and
the district board of any judicial district department of
correctional services affected by the reallocation.

The bill provides that the department of public safety may
also reallocate the funds appropriated to the department
between the divisions of the department. The bill provides
that the department, prior to the effective date of any
reallocation, must provide notice of the reallocation to the
department of management and the legislative services agency.

The bill also appropriates moneys, not to exceed $200,000,
from the wireless E911 emergency communications fund to the
homeland security and emergency management division for
implementation, support, and maintenance of the functions of
the administrator and program manager of the E911 emergency
system.

y The bill addresses Code section 80B.11B to provide that for
FY 2008=2009 the lowa law enforcement academy may charge a
department of the state, a member of a police force, or an
political subdivision of the state more than one=half of the
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cost to provide the basic training course for a law
enforcement officer, provided a majority of the lowa law
enforcement council approves such a charge. Current law
prohibits the lowa law enforcement academy from charging more
than one=half of the cost of providing the basic training
course.

The bill amends Code section 904.108 to authorize the
department of corrections to reimburse employees for damage to
the personal property of the emplogee up to the amount of
$300. Current law l'imits the reimbursement at $150.
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
